Mr. Mobprly's Letter. 



The fact that the Ottawa "Free 
PreBs" had publiehed a letter from 
Mr. Moberly on this country was an- 
nounced in our last issue. Mr. Mob- 
erly's lengthy residence in British 
Oolumbla,and his'intimate connection 
with, explorations^and surveys therein, 
notably the C. P. R. surreys, may be 
eonsiderad as fairly entitling his opin- 
ions regarding' the topography and re- 
Bourcea of the countrj- to moro than 
ordinary ■\voight. Tlio letter in alto- 
gether too Icugthy for our columus, 
occupying', as it doos, nearly three 
columns and a-half ; but we make room 
for a brief summary of those parts 
most likely to interest our readers : 
Mr. Moberly sets out by very justly 
deprecating tbo makinf^ British Col- 
umbia "a battle ground for politicians 
to quarrel over." "It is my impres- 
sion, " proceeds the writer, "that what 
British Oolumbi^ns should do now 
is to fairly estimate their province, to 
drop all sectional jealousies, to make 
themselves thoroughly conversant with 
the resources of tl.e Dominion as a 
■whole, and to enter into such an a- 
greement with the Dominion Govern- 
ment as would not hamper the resour- 
ces of the country, and, would ensure 
the early commencement of oxtonsivo 
public works in the colony and the 
construction of the much coveted rail- 
way. I really thiuk this would bo a 
far more sensible course to pursue 
than to quarrel over an agreement 
that many unlocked for circumstances 
have caused to ho delayed in its ac- 
complishment and that i3 not likely to 
be fulfilled in its entirety for a very 
long time to come, unless all assist to 
get matters into shape. Let us, Bri- 
tish .Colun^bians, go to work in a rea- 
sonable way to get all the public 
works started we possibly can, and 
when they are completad we \Yill find 
plenty of time to quarrel — now wo are 
all quarrelling and getting very little. 
Let us look ahead and make the best 
tangible bargain that will, at an early 
date, yield substantial results, and 
give up regretting what we might have 
had, but what wo have not got." This 
is sage advice, and some of our peo- 
ple would do well to lay it to Ijoart. 
Mr. Moberly next proceeds to deal 
with the late annexation cry, encourag- 
ed by the Local Government, and, on 
this subject, his propositions and con- 
clusions are deserviny of atteirtiou. 
After demonstrating how much Co- 
lumbia would lose and how little she 
' would gain by such a course, the wri- 
ter justly concludes: "I cannot con- 
ceive ho\y any man, whatever political 
party he'may belong to, having tlie in- 
terest of the Province or the Domin- 
ion truly at heart, can, with any de- 
gree of sincerity, ally Mmself to those 
whose motto is secesson and annexa- 
tion." Turning from polemics to the 
material resourcea of the country, Mr. 
Moberly says: "British Colinnljia em- 
braces au area of some 220,000 sijuarc 
miles, but out of this large extent of 
country there is a comparatively small 
proportion that can bo regarded as suita- 
ble for agricultural pursuits." Tliis is in 
strange contrftst witli Mr. AVftlkoni's wild 
assertion that thoro are in British Colum- 
bia hundreds of thousands, not of square 
acres but of square miles of land only 
waiting to be tickled bv the plough in 
ordt>r to bring forth a uidghing harvest. 
Mr. Moberly goes on to point out tiie 
various locnlities whore good land and 
desirable houiealeads may bo found. Hav- 
ing next disiMisaod the forest, iiea and 
mineral wealth and exiiatiatcd iii)oii (lu'so 
and the climatic uiid geographical «d van- 
tages of the Province, Mr. Moberly takes 
up the subject of railway oonstruction, 
and here ■we will let him speak for him- 
self, inviting attention inoro particularly 
to the ooncludin;,' sontenco:— "In taking 
into consideration the pro.sncutiou of a 
great work, such as the construction of 
the railway from the seaboanl of British 
Columbia, say, tolFort Edmouton.it must 
bo borne in mind that throughout the 
greater i)ortion of that distance, along 
the proposed line, tliern is not at ]iri>,siMit 
any available lluiroiighfaro Ijy wliicii the 
requisite supplies for the works could bo 
transported without enormous cost, aud 
that the labor needed for any extensive 
works does not exist in the Province. A 
cautious contractor undertaking to build 
tbatroad, would first provide for such 
means of ingress into the country as 
would reduce the cost of his Hujjplie.s to 
the lowest figure, and attract laborers 
along the future lino of railway, as to 
have tliem available wiion the heavier 
works might be commenced; ho would, at 
the same time, in opening thn jiioneer 
road, endeavor to make as much as jjosK- 
iblo of the outlay incurred in oucning 
Bucli a road a jiortiou of the nooded out- 
lay for the construction of tlio railway 
itself. This could be olTected by ojjening 
a wagon road along the located lino of 
the railway. Whore formidablo rock 
blufTri would neoossitato having rock ex- 
cavation or Innnolling, deviations could 
bo made in tho road to get round them. 
It will at once bo Guon that tiio construc- 
tion of such a wagon road would enable 
work to be 'poshed forward at many diff. 
erent points along the entire line in tho 
cheapest manner; without waiting for the 
gradual construction of the railway from 
the coast, as a moans of forwarding kuj)- 
plies, &.O. , into the interior, and by adopt- 
ing tho above course, the whole railway 
could be constructed in a much shorter 
space of time than in any other way, It 
appears to me, therefore, that it would bo

Tho other important point to bo arranged 
would bo the amount that should be ex- 
pended annually, over aud above the cost 
of the pioneer road, in the odnatruction 
of tho railway on the mainland of British 
Columbia, and the dale upon which such 
oxp(?ndituro should be reckoned froui.

Botereign." Uadonbtedly it is to tlie pei- 
sonal history of tho Queen timt wo niuat 
refer for a duo appreeiatitni ol tin; iniiiiuo 
position alio lielils — uni(pii) nut iiii'itly as 
that of tho only snvori^i^rn hiily in the 
world, not only, as wo beliovoidio is, tlio 
senior monarch, llioiujh these aroromark- 
ablo distinctions, but unique ill a far 
moro closely personal aonse— uttinalohed 
in tho position which sho holds in the 
nilnda of tho great middle nbvss of (lio 
ooinitry ns one who vot'onnuil iii:>ral 
atinosplioru of the LSrili.sli (Ii.ui l; who 
wfia ever free from uinvoithy or iiiliiiiiian 
pflrsonal niubilion ; wiio, tugotiior uilh 
liar illustrious liusliand, sot u>t merely a 
bInmolosB, but an admirable exaraplo* of 
fiiuiily life; whoso career, passed in the 
brightest glare of ]iiibJio o))iiii()ii, has 
boon •uiidimmed hytiienli.glitc.it rr[)i-oach, 
"When to this is added tho recollection of 
tho groat sorro-v of her life, the only loss

Fight >vif.!i a llippoiiolanuis. 

A tragical incident occurred not 
long al ter the establishment of '-'the 
camp. There was ail old blind sheik 
wild frequently cros-aod tho river to 
visit tho new-e6mer3. One day he 
was returning vvitli his son, when the 
canoe was charged l\v an angry hippo - 
l)otainuB. Seizing the frail bark at 
tho end where the ebeik ms sitting, 
the monster cnmched it to fragments 
lielwoeii his ponderous jaws, and so 
crnalied and lacerated tlio poor old 
man that, although rescued by his 
comrades, wlio hastened to his assis- 
tance, he died during the night. The 
hippopotamuses were often the source 
of great annoyance, and sometimes of 
danger, to the expedition . One beau- 
tiful moonlight night, when tlio llotilla 
was quietly at anchor in a lako close 
to the Wliito Nile, ono of these inon- 
stars made a most determined attack 
iipuu the di.iliboeah belonging to Sir 
Samuel. Tho vessel was close to a 
mud bank covered with high grass,and 
about thirty yards astern of lier was a 
shallow ])art of tlio lake, about three 
foot deep. A light boat of zinc ^vas 
full of strips of hippopotuinus flesh 
and the dingy ^vaH fastened alongside. 
Iv. ery one was soundly sleeping, when, 
says Sir Samuel, "I was suddenly 
awakened by a tremendous splashing 
close to the (liahbeeah, accompanied 
hy tlie hoarso wild snorting of a furi- 
ous hippopotamus. I jumped up, and 
and imniodiateiy perceived a hippopo- 
tamus, whicl! -was apparently about to 
attack tho vo.ssol. . . . .My servant, Sulei- 
man, was sleeping next to llio cabin 
door. 1 called to him for a rifle. 
Bet ore the allrighted Suleiman couki 
bring it, the hippopotamus dashed at 
ns with indescribable fury. With one 
blow ho capsized and sunk tho zinc 
boat, with its cargo of liesh. In 
another instant ho seized tho dingy in 
his immense jaws, and the crash of 
splintered wood betokened 
the ■ comj lete des'ruoiion of 
my favorite boat .... By this timo I had 
yrocured a rille from the cabin, where 
they wore always kept liqcd in arow, 
loaded and ready for aeliou,M-ith bags 
of inoeeh-loading ammunition on the 
name shelf. Tha movements 
of the animal were so rapid as 
he charged and plunged alternately 
beneath the water in a cloud of foam 
and wave, that it was impossible to 
aim correclly at tho small but fatal 
H])ot upon the head. The moon was 
extremely Ijright, and presently, as he 
charged straight at tbe diahljiseali, 1 
stopped him with a Xo. SReilly shell. 
To iiiy surprise, ho soon recovored.aiid 
again commenced tho attack. I tired 
shot after shot at liini without apjiar- 
eiit effect. The diahbeeah rocked 
about upon the waves raised by the ef- 
forts of ,so large an animal. This 
nievenient rendered tlie aim uncer- 
tain. At length, apparently badly 
wounded, lie r<dired to tho high grass. 
'I.'liero he lay by the bank, a\ about 
t\venty-flvti yards distance, snorting 
and blowing." 

Thinking the creature must be 
il.vimr, Sir Samuel went tolled, but in 
aii'Hit half an lumr was awakened 
.•i^'-aiii by aiuillicr I'lii-iouH charge. A 
rille-b.all in the liend rolled the mon- 
ster over, and he floated liolpleasly 
down stwam. This time he sorely 
must be dead. Tq the amazement of 
all, lie picHont iy recovered, and only 
.!<avo u]) after n t'c-iving several bullets 
ill his body. On tho following morn- 
in,^' a I'.ost-inorlein o.Nauiinaliou show- 
ed that he had received tJiroe shots in 
the flank and shoulder; four in the 
head, one of which had broken his 
lower jaw; another had jiassed through 
hi,-> nose, and jiiis.sing ilownward, had 
cut oft' ono (if his largo tusks. Such 
dctonuiiu^i and unprovolcod fury as 
was o.\iiil)iLod hy this animal hadnever 
bneii witnessed — ho ai>peared to be 
raving mad. His bodj' was a mass of 
fiiL'htful scars, the re.^ullof eontinual 
(•oiithc's with hulls of hiii iiwn s]iecie.s; 
some of tlio.MO Y,-oiinils were still ini- 
licalcd, Tliero was ono scur ah.mt 
tv,o feet in length, and about two 
inches below the level of the surface 
skin, upon the flank. He wnB evident- 
ly a character of tho worst dtisovipl ion , 
but wiiuRO ihiidiK-ss rendered him 
callous to all jiuiiishmont. 'I'lio attuck 
nixii) the vessel was probably iueliu-Gd 
bv the smell of raw hippopotamus flesh, 
which was huugin long 8ti'ip.s about 
I he rigging, and with which tho zinc 
boat was filled. The dead hippopota- 
mus t hat was lloaling astern hndied to 
the diahbeeah had not beon molest-
